Interesting Bulletin in Regarding the 
Population in Western 
Canada 


Ottawa.Another ¢c.nsus bulletin 
has been issued from the office of the 
chief census commi-sioher. It gives 
the population of the Dominion by 
electorate divisions ard by sexes. 
First bulletin issued gave Canada a 
total popu a ion of 7,180,000. 

These figures have now been in- 
creased to 7,192,338, which is an in-} 
crease of 1,891,823 for the Dominion| 
since 1901, Columns of the bulletinj 
giving the population by sexes are not 
quite complete, t:n_subdivi ions be- 
ing still missing in British Columbia, 
ind a couple in Sa-katchewan, With 
these left out the bulletin shows that 
there were in the Dominion on June 1 
last 3,805,350 males, and 3,376,937 fe- 
males, . 

The increase in the male population 
since 1901 has been 1,054 644, while fe- 
mals have increased by 757,390, The 
explanation of large inercase in male 
popu'ation can doubfless be found in 
immigration figures, which show that 
the arrivals of males from Great Brit- 
ain, the United Sta‘es avd other coun- 
tries la gely predomina‘e. For in+ 
stance surplus of ma‘es over females 
in British Columbia is 106,883, while 
in Saskatchewan it is 90,336, in Al- 
herta 73 650. 

Unit of representation as fixed by 
the present population cf Quebec will 
be 310,852. This is practically the 
seme as estimated when the first 
census bulletin was issued and will 
not affect estimate then made as to 
changes which will take ptace in re- 
presentation of various _ provinces 
when the redistribution bill is passed.

| Text of the Lesson, Mal. iii, Ito iv., 3 
(instead of Review) — Memory 
Verses iti, 16, I7—Golden Text, 
Mal. iii, 7—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Although a portion of this prophecy 
has been assigned as our lesson, the 
lesson suggests a study of the whole 
prophecy. The words “my messenger” 
of iii, 1, are just a translation of the 
word “Malachi” of i, 1, and through 
the messenger we learn “the burden 
of the woid of the Lord,’’ which is, “I 
have loved you” (i, 2). We are re-~ 
minded of Deut. vii, 6-8, where the 
only reason given why the Lord chose 
them for a special people unto Him- 
self is ‘‘because the Lord loved you.” 
Compare Jer. xxxi, 3; John iii, 16; 
xiii, 1; xv, 9; 1 Jonn iii, 16. Who is 
this that so loves unlovely people? 
ikven He who says: “I am a great 
| King, My name shall be great ainong 
j the nations. Iam tne Lord. I change 
‘not’ (i, 11, 14; iii, 6). What does He 
ask in re.urn for such love? Simply 
that they hear His message, lay it to 
heart and give glory to His name, 
walking with Him in peace and 
equity, even as Levi did (ii, 2, 5, 6), 
bringing in all the tithes and proving 
Him as ready to pour upon them more 
blessing than they could receive (iii, 
10), for He is able to do exceedin 
abundantly above all we ask or thin 
| (Eph. iii, 20). How did they requite 
jsuch love? They des, ised His name 
by offering polluted bread upon His 
altar, by offvring the blind, the lame 
and the sick for sacr fice; by offering 
to the Lord what they would not offer, 
their earthly ruler unl by calling all 
their so catled service a weariness (i, 
6-8, 12, 18). They wearied the Lord 
with their words, saying,‘‘Every one 
that doeth evil is good in the sight of 
the Lord, and he detigh.eta in them” 
(ii, 17). They robbed the Lord of 
hosts in tithes and offerings and yet 
said, ‘Wherein have we robbed thee?” 
They said, “It is vain to serve God, 
and what profit it that we have kept 
| His ordinance and walked mournfully 
| before Him?’ They called the proud 
happy and set up those who wrought 
| wickedness (iii, 8, 13-15). 

Yet He said: “Return unto Me, and 
I will return unto you. I wiil rebuke 
the devourer, and all nations shall 
call you bies<ed, for ye shall be a de- 
lightsome land, saith the Lord of 
hosts” (iii, 7.12). He is the same as 
when He pleaded with taem before the 
captivity, saying, “O Israel, thou hast 
destroyed thyseif, but in Me is thine 
help.” “O Is:ael, r.tuin unto the Lord 
thy God, for thou hast f len by thine 
iniquity” (Hos. xiii, 9; xiv, 1). ‘“Re- 
} turn thou backslid ng Israel, saith the 
Lord, * * * only acknowledge thine 
in’quity. * * * Turn, O backslid ng 
children, * * * for I am married 
unto you” (Jer. iii, 12-14). In the 
midst of all the unbelief there was, 
us there alwhys has been and will be, 
a faithful remnant referred to in iii, 
16, “Then they that feared the Lord 
spake often one to another, and the 
Lord hearkened and heard it, and a 
book of remembrance was written be- 
fore Him for them that feared the 
Lord, and that thought upon His 
name.” I have quoted the whole 
verse, for it seems so marvellous thut 
God should keep a special record of 
those who even think upon Him. 
Many have been comforted by this 
| blessed assurance. Then see how He

version. The retuin of verse 18 is that 
| which is more fully described in chap- 
ter iv. and referred to in Matt. xxv, 
31; Col. iii, 4; II Thess. i, 7-10; Rev. 
xix, 11; Ps. 1, 1-6. H is the coming of 
Christ with His saints of Zech. xiv, 
5; I Thess, iii, 13, and the former pas- 
sages just quoted when with His re- 
deemed ones He will execute His 
judgments on the ungodly and show 
mercy to His land and His people. It 
will be the day of vengeance upon His 
enemies and the time of redemption 
for Israel (Isa. xxxiv, 8; xxxv, 4; 
Ixiii, 4). When He-shall come as the 
Son of Righteousness (xiv, 2) then 
shall the r.ghteous shine forth as the 
sun (Matt. xiii, 4) and as the bright- 
ness of the firmament (Dan, xii, 3). 
There will be, however, an event to 
precede that which is not mentioned 
in the Old Testament, the first stage 
of His return, His welcome to His 
elect church out of all nations in the 
air when He ahall be to them as the 
morning star, which is always seen bes 
fore the sun rising (Rev. xxii, 16; ii, 
2628). It is after the removal of the 
church (1 Thegs. iv, 16-18; I Cor. xv, 
1, 52; Rev, iv and v) that the great 
and dreadful day of the Lord, so often 
mentioned in the prophets and fully 
described in Rev. vi to xviii, shall 
come on the earth. Then shall Israel 
be purified, according to ii, 2, 3; iv, 5, 
6; yech, xiii, 8, 9. John the Baptist, 
who came in the spirit and power of 
Klijah to herald the first coming of 
Christ, was the messenger of chapter 
‘iii, 1, and the voice of ihn. xl, 3, but 
{the real Elijah will be the herald of 
Christ’s second coming in glory to 
judge the nations and set up His 
kingdom with redeemed Israel as the 
centre in their own land and Jerusa- 
lem the throne of the Lord (Isa. ix, 
21; Jer, iii, 17). It was after John the 
Baptist had been beheaded that the 
Lord Jesus said, “Elijah truly shall 
first come and restore all things.”

Canada’s Output Has Been a Very 


Creditable One. 


| Those who know what -has_ been 
wiitten in Canada still keep to the 
| opinion that Canadian poetry is the 
| best work of art which has been pro- 
duced by Ganadians, A critic not 
| long ago in an article called ‘The 
| Literary Group of ‘61,” showed that 
: before Confederation Canadian poets 
were writing songs which had a@ na- 
tional consciousness. No — matter 
where a Canadian hap éns to find 
such lines as many in Tisa Carman’s 
“Pipes of Pan,’”’ and Roberts’ “Songs 
of the Common Day,” he would know 
that they had been visioned by a 
Canadian poet. Has any poetry of 
this quality been written in 1911 
Certainly, one has an impression that 
there has beon very little such poetry 
published this year. Early in the 
twelvemonths, Mr. Burpee published 
his anthology, ‘‘A Century of Cana- 
dian Sonnets,” which proved how 
rich a field he had from which to 
choose his Canadian sonnets, Since 
then there have been a number of 
small books of rhymes published in 
Canada of which nothing needs to be 
wr’ ‘ten Besides ~this, Mr. Robert 
Stead, a writer of verse in Western 
Canada, has had published his second 
book, ‘Prairie Born “and Other 
Poems.” The point to he mentioned 
in connection with Mr. Stead’s verse 
is that it seems to express the con- 
victions of the West. As a general 
tule, Canadian verse writers are not 
closely in touch ‘with the opinions of 
their fellow citizens. The verse writ- 
er’s own convictions are his chief 


| concern. But Mr. Stead, when he 
| writes four lines like the follow- 
} ing, seems to be speaking for the 
| people: 


‘Tis plain the land's the right of birth 
Of every creatur? on the earth: 

No man can make a grain of sand; 
How can he say he owns the land? 


Mr. Cy. Warman, an American 
writer who lives in Canada, has lately 
published a book of verse which is 
‘partly -Canadian in subject. ‘The 
Songs of Cy. Warman,” like Mr. 
Stead’s verse, are intended for the 
ordinary citizen. They have feeling 
and read easily. Mr. Warmun’s very 
popular song, ‘Sweet Marie,” is in- 
cluded in this collection of his verse. 

It is an abrupt change to turn to 
“Trish Songs,"’ by Mr. Arthur 8trin- 
ger, for this is poetry. For several 
reasons, Mr. Stringer has chosen to 
write in Irish dialect. It is not his 
native speech in poetry. But how 
gracefully and delightfully he has 
woven his lines! The Irishman in 
exile, his memories of the land of 
his heart, his many adventures, his 
dreams, and his sweethearts, come 
singing into these little ems, The 
color and music of Mr. Stringer’s 
verses ling:r with a happy delicacy 
of phrase ufter one has closed the 
| book. One, does not need to hesitate 
to call this poetry. Yet it is to be 
hoped that some day the poet will 
sing of what he sees and feels when 
‘he is at Cedar Springs. Mr. Stringer's 
‘ early book of the life of a boy, ‘Lone- 
ly O'Malley,” has been translated 
into French and published as a serial 
in a French journal. 

“Songs of the Makers of Canada,” 
by Dr. J. D. Logan, has appeared 
recently. The book has an author's 
preface, and a Foreword by Mr. John 
Boyd. The writer says that his work 
is no better and no worse than what 
might readily be accoinplished by 
any man of education and literary 
instincts. Thus it will be seen that 
Dr. Logan does not claim to be a 
poat. But what he writes is so essen- 
tially national, so strong in_ spirit, 
and deals so closely with what is 
good material for poetry, that ‘Songs 
of the Makers of Canada” is the most 
authentic little book of Canadian 
poatty that we have this year. Dr. 
.ogan haz special cenvictions with 
regard to poetry, nationalism, and 
the Keltie genius which seem destined 
| to come into everything he writes.— 
| Canadian Courier, 


Scotch Names Hidden. 

Nova Scotia surprises many tourists 
because so few of the place names 
are Scottish. The original designa- 
tion of the province has misled them. 
Though called New Scotland from 
1621 on, its first population was ten 
thousand French Acadians. When 
they weve harried out of the country 
as a preventive measure at the out- 
break of the Seven Years’ War, their 
fine dykelands were settled by thrifty 
New Englanders, Then came the Am- 
erican Revolution; and at its>close, 
at least 24,000 United Empire Loyal- 
ists made it their home, for a time at 
least, The directing, ruling power 
was always English, but the province 
was made what it is by the exiled 
“Tories” froni the Thirteen Colonies. 
Then came the Scottish emigration 
in the less promising eastern end of 
the peninsula and the island of Cape 
Breton. The conditions here they 
found much as they had left behind 
them, Pictou County, Antigonish and 
Cape Breton are more Scottish than 
Scotland; but they do not unbare 
their soul to the chance visitor.

PEAT FUEL. 


Or, Haanel’s Experiments Full of 
Promis: For Canada. 

Dr. Eugene Haanel, in a recent pam. 
phliet, says that. the 37,000 squure 
miles of peat already known forin, 
probably, but a small fraction of the 
amount of this valuable fuel asset 
in existence in Canada, 

He refers to the various expensive 


experiments made in Canada with - 


new methods of manufacturing péut 
into fuel and expresses the opinion 
that it will be better to adopt the 
methods already proved successful in 
Europe and “leave experimentation 
and the development of new ideas to 
the future, when our peat industry 
is on a secure basis and peat-fuel in 
abundance on the market, 

He thinks “We will then have gain- 
ed in the manufacture of peat fuel 
along lines which are at present com- 
mercial the necessary experience to 
warrant the hope that proposals for 
modifications and improvements of 
present processes will be based upon 
a thorough and practical understand. 
ing of the nature of prat and the prin: 
ciples upon’ which future economy 
may reasonably be expected.” 

e fore on to sny that to re-estah. 
lish the confidence of the people of 
Canada in the value of peat as a 
domestic and industrial fuel, and to 
stimulate renewed activity in the de. 
velopment of our peat resources, the 
Government has acquired 300 acris 
of peat bog at Alfred, Ont., with an 
average depth of nine feet, for the 
Purpose of manufacturing peat fucl 
on a commercial scale by a method 
which has provgn successful ia 
European practice. 

he capacity of the Government 
plant is a production of 30 tons pet 
day. Manual lInbor is employed in 
excavating the fuel, but Dr. Haan-l 
says that, for a lurge commercial plant 
mechanical excavators should replace 
manual labor. 

The Government plant at Alfred is 
not intended far the production of 

at Yuel on an ‘extensive scale, but 

8 to serve as @ model of a successful 
process. 

The plant was established after an 
investigation of peat fuel manufac- 
turing processes in various countries 
of Europe where speat is extensively 
used as fuel, 

“There is nothing artistic about 
the appearance of the fuel produced 
at the Government bog,”’ says Dr. 
Haanel. ‘It has not the regular geo. 
metric form of briquettes nor their 
smooth exterior, but it serves the 
purpose for which fuel is intended 
as well as briquettes, and has the ad. 
vantage of being low in cost of manu 
facture.” 

It is stated that allowing 140 days 
for a season’s operation, the cost per 
ton of air-dried machine peat, includ. 
ing interest on capital invested, 
amortization, oil and repairs is aa 
follows :—

Like most writers, he had 
a struggle to get on his feet, but he 
eventually succeeded, his first long 
story being accepted for the Detroit 
Free Press by our own Canadian, 
Robert Barr, with whom he struck up 
a lasting friendship, and one which led 
to his receiving the appointment of 
sub-editor of The Idler when Barr 
launched that magazine in 1892.

|NDIAN HOLDS HIS OWN 


1.20 MAN IS NOT CISAPPEARING, 
SAYS FRANK PEDLEY. 


Reports From the Agencies Through. 
out Canada Show That Numbers 
Show a Net Gain—Bloods In Sas- 
katchewan Are : igh Class Farmers 
and Are Getting Rich—One Runs a 
Coal Mine—Others Improving. 


There are living within the limits 
of Canada one hundred and eight 
thousand aborigines—the remnant of 


| the people on the spot when the white- 


men came, who were then, and for 
many years afterwards, the lords of 


{forest and lake, but who to-day are, 


for the most part, wards of the na- 


| tion. They are the Indians, who num- 
ber 103,661, and the Eskimos, of whom 
| there is estimated to be 4,600. 


It is 
that one hundred and three thousand, 
six hundred and sixty-one Indians 
who are here under consideration, 
In the Wastern Provinces, from 
Prince Edward Island to the head of 
the Great Lakes there are 38,078; and 
from the head of the Lakes to the 
Pacific Coast and the shores of the 
Arctic Ocean the Indian population 
numbers 65,533, —_ British Columbia 
leads with an Indian population of 


| 24,681, while Ontario is a close second, 


22,496. Outside the provinces, that is 
in the Yukon, Ungava, and the terri- 
tories north of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, there are only seventeen thous- 
and Indians. Were all these Indians 
given direct representation in the 
House of Commons, like other ele- 


| ments of the population, they are suf- 


ficiently numerous to be entitled to 
at recy three members, or more than 

as many as has the city of To- 
ronto. 


During the-past year the births 


{among Indians have exceeded deaths 


by a few more than three hundred, 
so that there has been a small net 


« ‘The prevailing notion,’’ states the 
teport of Mr. .Frank Pedley, deputy 
superintendent of Indian Affairs, 
“that the Indian population is gradu- 
ally disappearing is not sustained by 
statistics, and in any locality where 
the Indians have passed through the 
period of exhaustion that must be met 
y any aboriginal! race in contact with 
civilization, it is found that the popu- 
lation is either stable or upon the 
increase.” 

During the middle of the last cen- 


|tury the gloomy prediction was made 


that the Iroquois, the people of the 
Six Nations, were doomed to speedy 
and total extinction. The prediction 
has not been fulfilled. In 1880 they 
numbered 3,204; to-day they number 
4,402. Of course, this is the most 
favorable case possible, for of all our 
Indians none surpassed the Iroquois 
In intelligence. On their reserves on 
the Bay of Quinte, near Brantford

| Taking the race as a whole, it) 
Is to survive, it must be as an agri- 
cultural people. And this is true even 
lof the Indians of the West, which of- 
{fered the last opportunities for the 
\free but wretched life of the savage 
hunter. It is now many years since 
the buffalo disappeared from the 
plains, and the rapid development of 
the past few years has already made 
even smaller game scarce. The In- 
dian can no longer look to his rifle 
to procure his food, nor to his traps 
for the furs with which he has been 
accustomed to procure the other things 
necessary to existence. He must learn 
to cultivate the soil, or disappear. 

It is, therefore, the aim of the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs to pro- 
mote agriculture among the Indians; 
and it is gratifying that their efforts 
in this direction are meeting with 
considerable success. A race of hunt- 
ers and loafers cannot be made into 
farmers in a generation or two; but 
that a large number of these people 
are turning slowly in this direction is 
something, and probably all that can 
be reasonably expected, 

The report shows that last year our 
Indians had 68,550 acres under crop; 
that their grain and roet crops yield- 
ed 1,494,452 bushels, and their mea- 
dows 123,198 tons of hay, the total 
value of their farm products amount- 
ing to $1,460,462. 

In wages the Indians earned §$1,- 
$40,000; their fishing yielded $691,629; 
their hunting and trapping $819,424, 
and various other industries, $852,044. 

Respecting our eastern Indians 
there is little new to report. The gen- 
eral trend is upward, one proposed 
improvement being the introduction 
of agriculture among the Micmacs of 
Nova Scotia. 

It is in the west that most is hoped 
for, where many bands, occupy large 
reservations of fertile soil which only 
needs the application of intelligent 
labor to make it yield like the white- 
man’s farm. ; 

A typical prosperous and promising 
band fs that of the Blood Indians, 
whose reservation is between the Bel- 
ly.and the St. Mary’s River, near Mac- 
leod, Alberta. ‘Phe Bloods were once 
great warriors; they are now among 
the best red-farmera of the west. The 
reservation contains 354,000 acres of 
excellent land, and its population 
numbers 1,132. The principal occupa- 
tions of this people are cattle-raising, 


general farming, haymaking, and 
freighting. One of the tribe, Black- 
horse by nante, operates a coal mine 


from which he derives sufficient in- 
come to support his large family. 

The Bloods have their own thresh- 
ing outfit, a separator with latest at- 
tachments having been purchased 
with tribal funds for operation with 
one of the large traction engines, 
Stack-threshing is the method follow- 
ed, each Indian’s farm being thresh- 
ed separately, the spout of the separa- 
tor emptying direct into portable gran- 
aries, of which each farmer has one 
or two according to the bulk of his 
crop.” 

This is an especially promising 
case, and only a few reservations have 
made as great progress as that of the 
Bloods. Yet nearly all the reparts of 
agencies in the west show that some 
progress in farming has been achiev- 
ed.—Montreal Standard,
